There are a number of diseases of 
the eye which are easily transmitted i 
from one pupil to th** others.

an epidemic of disease is prevalent, . 
the teacher is asked to report to the

tificate from a physician or the health 
department, that they are not suffer­ 
ing from a communicable disease. In 
this connection, I wish to empha­ 
size the necessity for regular medi- < 
cal inspection of

Whenever this has been done, good 
results have been obtained, and the 
efficiency of school work increased. 
You should throw your influence in 
favor of medical inspection on every i 
possible occasion, both for your own 
sake, and for that of your pupils. 
In conclusion, I wish to empha­ 
size certain 
points 
already 
men­ 
tioned. 
That infection 
enters and leaves 
the body in the secretions of 
the 
mouth, nose, throat, intestines, blad­ 
der and through the skin. 
That when diphtheria or scarlet 
fever is present in the community, 
all children with sore throats or run­ 
ning noses or ears should be exclud­ 
ed from school; and no child return- 


lowed to remain. 
That when measles is present in 
the community all children showing 
symptoms of a beginning cold in the 
head should be immediately excluded 
from school. 
That all ^hildrpn with whooping 
cough should be kept at home. 
That cleanliness in and after each 
use of the toilet should be insisted 
upon. 
That the use of articles used in 
common which are liable to be soil­ 
ed with secretions of the eyes, nose 
or mouth, should be discontinued. 
That sunshine, pure air, good food, 
and cleanliness are the best aids to 


good health. 
There is a demand for efficiency at 
present, more insistent than ever be­ 
fore, and by doing all in her power 
to restrict and prevent the spread of 
communicable diseases 
among 
her 
scholars, the teacher will in a large 
measure add to her 
efficiency and 
usefulness.
